Important War News—Capture of the 
Rebel Genorals Harly and Haygood. 
Onr Ia‘oat despatches received last night ond. 
publishod this morning give us intelligence of 
the highest importance from tho seat of war. 
We learn from North Carolina that Sherman, 
by an unexpected movement, had succeeded in 
capturing, with the exception of @ singlo bat- 
talion, Haygood’s entire brigade, which at the 
time occupied the west bank of Cape Fear 
river. From the Shenandoah our news is 
equally gratifying, On February, 27 Major 
General Sheridan, with a large force of cavalry, 
Bebout on an expedition up the yalley. His 
column moyed with groat rapidity, insomuch 
that spies and sympathizers along the routo had 
no time to raise tho ala‘m and cantion tho 
enemy to be on his guard. 

Through several deserters, arriving at differ- 
ent times and at different points, we learn that 
General Sheridan fell upon Early on tho 2d 
inst, bolween Staunton and Chariottesyille, 
captnring Early himself and his whole com- 
mond. Tho enemy, alarmed at this sudden 
oppearance of our forces in se close proximity 
to his most important line of communications, 
immedintely detached four brigades:from the 
garrison nt Richmond and despatched them in 
all speed to reach Lynchburg before Sheridan. 
The entrep6ts of Lynchburg and Danville are 
now the principal sources) of supply to. Rich- 
mond, and the value which is placed upon 
them is plainly to be seen in tho large rein- 
forcements sent to protect them. It is said 
when Generals Crook and Kelley were brought 
before Early he requested them to be seated, 
remarking, ‘My torn may come next.

GALLERIES FILLED WITH LADIES. 

By cloven A ML tho galleries were Oiled to overflowing 
with tho falr sox Their elogant costumes, glistening 
diamonds, charming countenances—all combined—pro- 
duced msoene enchanting in thoextrems, It was a sight 
‘that can nevor bo forgotten by thoss who wero fayored 
witha view. Thore wero tho wives of foreign noblemen, 
‘wives and daughters of members of the Cabinet, Senators 
and Ropresentatiyes, Dutterfiles of fashion, and others 
‘Whobe position secured for them admittance to this gay 
sceno—presenting, altogether, ths falent, beauty and 
graco of the fair sex of America jn numbors seldom 
gathored {a one building. 14 was a national exhibition of 
the beauty and talent of the fair sex of the United States. 
Tho moment that they cntered the gallery thoy com- 
monced an {noossant chattering, to such/an extent that it 
poriously interfered with the business of the Senate. It 
resembled very much the noise of the nesting of pigeons in 
some wilderness. Tt was bux, buz, psig, psis, pels—without 
any cessation. The ladies evidently considered that they 
‘Were the only personages. of any account in the whole 
affair, and that tho Sonatorswho were at work below 
‘Were nob ontitled|to tho least consideration.

Finally 
the Senators ellpped out one by ono and disappearod 
without being adjourned. Tt, therefore, sappoted that 
Jegally the Sonate is still in session, allhough not one 
of th. Senators is in his seat.

‘Bosides the cavalry, {nfantry and arilllery already 
described In the procession, thoro wore some features not 
geen in tho march to the Capitol A model Monitor on 
wheols and a Tomple of Liberty wore noticeable.
